| throw the goſpel of Chriſt; and would have 
done it, if it bad eontained any thing falſe and 
fcctitious; but the truth triumphed over them al; 
For Tacitus, Suetonius, and Pliny the younger, ae- 
knowledge that Jeſus Chriſt lived in Judea, in the 
reign of Tiberius Cæger; that he gathered diſci- 
ples, and that he was put to death by Pilate. 

Porphyry, Hlieroeles, Julian the apoſtate, and 
other enemies of Chriſtianity, were not wicked 
enough to deny the truth of the goſpel; but to 
evade the effects of, and to put a ſtop to its pro- 
greſs, they baſely aſcribed the miracles Jeſus and 
Peter wrought, to the aſſiſtance of Deniorts, and 
the power of Magie. 

The er books of the Jews! alfo ac- 
knowledge the truth of the facts contained in 
the goſpel. For it appears that the authors of 
them though enemies to Chriſtianicy, were not 
hardened enough to contradict ſuch well known 
truths; but they were baſe enough to endea- 

your to fully them, dy aferibing the power that 
was in Jeſus, ts perform theſe things, to a ſtone 
upon which the incommunicable name of Jeho- 
vah was Written; and which they ſay, he had 
ſtolen out of the Temple. Now by all this eva- 
ſion and ſalſhood, they plainly acknowledge and 
confirm the great truths of the goſpel, though 
* baſely endeavor to: leſſen the juſtte and cre-

11th, The way, or means by which the 800. 
pel was firſt (eſtabliſhed) was not becauſe it's

Herod — (pit upon, but- 
ſeted, ſcourged and crucified: as a malefactor, by 
his own countrymen, &c. &c. _ 

And the men who preached the goſpel, aig; 1

philoſophy, the beſt of which, had been found 
by repeated trials, to haye but. little effect, upon 
the lives and conſciences, of men. But the Sol- 
pel triumphed in the heart, and Fed itz empire 
in the. conſciences of thouſands, and tens of 
thauſands; it enlightened, convinced, ande con- 
verted numbers, wonderfully. conſtraining | them 
by the great and powerful motives and induce- 


ments it contained; to forſake their ; eſtabliſhed } 


worſhip. and cuſtoms; 3 nay their friends, TicChes, 
honors, lands, and all, : in order that they might 
Jove and ſerve that Gad wha had ſo_ layed, and 
that Savior wha. had ſuſſered ſo vaſtly far. them, 
Was it ever known, before or ſince. that any other 
ſyſtem of religion, or . morality, Produced ſuch 2 
wonderful change in the hearts and lives of ſuch 
numbers? How few were there among the hea- 
thens that could forbear revenge, or refrain from 


many deteſtable practiſes ? And, fewer ſtill that

which tends greatly to confirm zus, in this glorious 
trüth, that real Chriſtianity is the work, and e- 
ſtabliſhed by the power of the bleſſed Gd. 
Izith. None ever yet could prove that the pen- 
men were impoſtörs. But on the contrary, many 
have plainly proved them to be men of veracity 
and great ſincerity. “ Surely impoſtors poſſeſſed 
of common ſenſe, would never have related ſo 
many circumſtances, ſo dppofite to the paſſions, 
| cuſtoms, and hopes 'of mankind in general. — 
What can be more oppoſite tos the character of 
| that Meffiah which the Jews expected, than that 
of Jeſus? Therefore their own reaſon muſt have 
told them, that their Hero would be'a «ſtumbling. 
block to the Jews, and fooliſhnefs to the Greeks,” 
Again, The manner in' which the goſpels are 
| written plainly ſhow that the different writers 
had not agreed together to forge the ſtory; be- 
| cauſe they appear to differ in the relation of ma- 
ny particulars, though they all agree in the main 
point, reſpecting the life, miracles, and deſigns, 
| of Jeſus, One relates only what he thought to 
be the moſt inteteſting particular of orle action, 
or diſcourſe ; another relates leſs or more, or gives 
no relation” at all of the ſame matter. Fry if 
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| the: writers, had: contrived. the, plan, and, agreed 
about the circumſtances, to be ręlated, no doubt 
but they would have taken ſpecial, care to. bays

Again; If the goſpel is the invention of a ſet. 
of men, we naturally conelude that they muſt 
be either good men, or bad men. Now if good 
men we. know that ſuch will not make uſe, of the 
ſacred name of God, in order to cheat, im pole 
upon, and ruin their. fellow creatures. And it 
could not be advantageous to the Apoſtles. to at · 
tempt to. perſuade men to embrace a. doQine 
which would expoſe. them, to ſo, much. contempt. 
and miſery here; T ; becauſe in doing this they. were 
not ſo likely to ſucceed ;, and becauſe, they alſo 
expoſed themſelves to. all 3 of e nf; 
puniſhments. 

And bad men. would never ; contrive ſo pure nd 
holy a ſyſtem. Men Who were in, love with the 
world and its pleafures, would. never forſake them 
and expoſe themſelves. to all kinds of diſgrace and 
puniſhments, for the ſake of advancing the honor 
of God, diſplaying a moſt finiſhed. and perſect 
pattern of goodneſs in his Son, and inculcating 
and ſpreading precepts that were utterly. incom-..

deſires. They could not Jay ſuch a deſign,againf 
all the proſpects, of that pleaſure, and. happioel.

But if any fhould fay, that the goſpel was de- 
viſed by evil deſigning men, let chem inform us 
who they were, where they lived, when the pro- 
pagated it, and TO” motives could induce _ 
to do it. 
14th, Three e Heere ehe Eoſpel, _ a 
plain prophecy of Jeſus, in which he declared chat 
Jeruſalem ſhould be encompaſſed with armies, 
greatly. diſtreſſed,” taken and deſtroyed, with the

| hiſtorians, that moſt of theſe particulars were 


fulfilled about forty years after the prophecy was 
uttered. - And we alſo know that 1700 years are 
ſince elapſed, in which the Jewiſh nation and 


their city have been a ſtanding proof of the truth 


of this prophecy. For though they have attempt- 
ed to make themſelves maſters of the ruins of this 
city, and eſtabliſh themſelves as a nation again; 
yet they never have been able to effect it. But 
Jetuſalem ſtill continues to bs trodden down of 


the gentiles, which is a ſure and laſting proof of 
the truth of the prophecy, uttered by our adorable 


Savior, of the veracity of the writers who re- 
late it, and of the books that contain it. 

15th. If we have reaſon to believe there ever 
were ſuch men as Alexander the great, or Fulius 
Cæſer, and that they performed many warlike ex- 
ploits; we have abundantly more reaſon to believe 
that there was ſuch a perſon as Jeſus Chriſt, and 
that he did many wonderful works; ſince there 
is no hiſtory in the world fo well atteſted as this. 
There is none that can produce the teſtimonies 
of ſo many good men to avouch the truth of it. 
There is none that bears ſuch evidences of its 
own authenticity. - 

The mind being fully convinced that che books 
called the Old and New Teſtament, were -writ- 
ten in truth ; and that they contairi the word' of 
God himſelf who cannot lie; It follows that 
the truths contained therein, are of much greater 
importance to every one of us, than the word ef 
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mere man poſſibly can be. Therefore I humbly. . 
ſolicit the attention of the reader, to a few of 
the great truths contained in the ſcriptures, - - 
which are of the utmoſt importance to him, 
We are informed by this word of truth, that, 
We are all ſinners. We have, ſays the inſpired , 
Paul, before proved both Jews and Gentiles, 
that they are all under fin,” They is none: righte- 
ous, no not one, — They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become unprofitable, — 
There is no Efrence, for all have ſinned and 
come thort of the glory of God, Rom. iii, 9, 70, 
12, 23. God hath concluded them all in un- 
belief. Rom. xi. 32. The ſcripture hath” conclu- 
ded all under fin,” Gal. iii. 22. 

Surely this awful truth needs no farther con- 
firmation. Vet I deſire to appeal to the confſci- 
- ences of every one of my readers, if it be not ſo. 
Conſult your own hearts. Reflect on your own 
experiences, and I am ſure you muſt know that 
you have ſinned. And if it be only one fin that 
we have committed, it is enough to ſink us to 
perdition ; for the ſcripture aſſures us, that if we 
keep the whole law and yet offend in one point, 
we are guilty of all.” James ii, 10, We may 
juſtly. be puniſhed for the breach of it. 

I now take it for granted, that you will ac 
knowledge with me, that we have ſinned and 
come ſhort of the glory of God, And I hope you 
will alſo acknowledge the following great truths; 


notwithſtanding the tremendous and formidable 
nature of them, vix.
